In February, 
lightweight [100*110 
lbs. per head] choice 
slaughter iambs sold 
mostly in a $56-60 per 
cwt. rnngc in High 
Plains and West Const 
markets. 


Like with cattle, price 
discounts prevailed for 
heavier weight lambs. 
There were a few reports of 
price discounts on weights 
above 100 lbs. per head. 
Other markets started dis- 
count penalties at 106, 110, 
or 115 lbs. per head. Prices 
for lightweight feeder 
lambs were mostly in a 
$66-66 per cwt. range with a 
few fancy feeders and 
replacement type ewe 
lambs reported selling 
above $66. 


Tho USDA recently pro- 
jected a decline in U.S. meat 
production nnd an accom- 
panying increnso in meat 
prices during the second 
quarter of 1981, reports 
CNS. 

In a Livestock and Meal 
Outlook and Situation Re- 
port, USDA said second- 
quarter meat production is 
expected to be three to four 
percent below that of tlie 
1980 second quarter. 

Total red meat production 
in the second quarter, 
including 3.9 billion pounds 
of pork and 5.02 billion of 
beef, is expected to total 9. 1 
billion, down from 9.86 
billion in the first quarter. 

Fed cattle slaughter will 
drop sharply this spring 
because of reduced place- 
ments of cattle on feed last 
fall, and nonfed slaughter 
also is expected to decline 
this spring as grazing 
season begins, USDA said. 
In addition, financial losses 
have caused hog producers 
to reduce their output. 

Retail meal prices this 
spring will substantially 
exceed year-ago levels, 
USDA said. In the first

quarter of 1981, retail meat 
prices were about five 
percent higher than Inst 
year.

During the second quar- 
ter, USDA expects average 
prices of $7 1 to $75 per cwt. 
fur choice steers; and $46 to 
$48 for barrows and gilts. 

Duringthe first quarter of 
the year, averages were 
about $62 per cwt. for choice 
steers and $41 for barrows 
and gilts, USDA said. 

in the first quarter, meat 
production was a record 
high— about three percent 
above the level, USDA said. 
Mild weather was con- 
ducive to above-average 
winter weight gains for 
cattle and hogs, resulting in 
shorter-then -normal feed- 
ing periods and heavier- 
than-norma! average 
slaughter weights.

The Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission 
(CFTC) is examining a 
rocent report by Represen- 
tative Neal Smith (D-lowa), 
to determine whether spec- 
ulative limit violations have 
token place in the live cattle 
futures market, CNS has 
learned. 

According to an informed 
CFTC source, the report 
implies that certain traders 
in that market may have 
been trading in concert and 
therefore should be aggre- 
gated under a single 
450-contract speculative 
limit rather than placed 
under separate limits. 

However, he noted that 
the Smith report itself did 
not address the issue of 


such limits. 

The report, prepared by 
House Small Business Com- 
mittee Economist John 
Helmuth, charged that the 
cattle futures market was 
vulnerable to predictable 
price drops primarily result- 
ing from a lack of long 
hedging in that market. 
Helmuth said speculators 
who were aware of this 
predictable price pattern 
reaped large profits in cattle 
futures. 

Helmuth told Commodity 
News Service (CNS) that the 
report turned up circum- 
stantial evidence that some 
of these traders may have 
been communicating with 
one another. He said the 
report's analysis showed a 


high correlation between 
the cuttle trading activities 
of officers of firms trading 
that market and with 
speculators affiliated with 
those firms. 

A CFTC source said the 
commiBsiondoes not regard 
the predictable downward 
price drops cited in the 
report as a serious problem, 
as they could be caused by 
purely economic factors. 

Helmuth told CNS he 
doeB not agTee with the 
CFTC's evaluation. 

The CFTC plans to send 
Smith a formed response on 
its analysis of his study, but 
sources could not say 
whether the CFTC would 
issue the response before 
the analysis is complete. 


Smith told CNS in u 
recent interview that, the 
fact a "mere traders" 
could create an enormous 
downward prlre pressure in 
the cattle futures market 
indicated that the market 
was not functioning proper- 
ly. Smith fluid the root of the 
problem was thnt meat 
packers, the major potential 
long hedgers in the live 
cattle futures market, tend 
lo come in on the short side 
of the market, thus creating 
a substantial imbalance 
Iwlween short and long 
hedgers. 

Smith declined to identify 
tho 32 traders whose actions 
were cited in the report. He 
said their Identities were

U.S. Agriculture Secre- 
tary John Block recently 
defended before Congress 
his plan to make U.S. farm 
policy more oriented toward 
the free market, reports 
CNS. 

In testimony before the 
Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee, Block defended his 
plan to eliminate target 
prices by the 1982 crop year. 
He also argued for what 
many committee members 
consider insufficient in- 
creases In loan rates, saying 
he preferred a U.S. farm 
policy that would be more 
attuned to.the world market 
price. 

Block told the ‘committee 


he considered the elimina- 
tion of target priceq, which 
he conceded would leave 
U.S. farmers with less 
protection, a sufficient 
trade-off for a program that 
he proposes will not put a lid 
on the market and will allow 
the market to allocate 
resources. Block has pro- 
posed eliminating the call 
price for grain in the farmer - 
held grain reserve, replac- 
ing it with a trigger 
mechanism that would not 
force farmers to pay back 
loans, but would demand 
storage and interest pay- 
ments on the loan. 

Block remained uncom- 
mitted on whether legisla- 


tion to protect farmers from 
the impact of embargoes 
imposed for national securi- 
ty reasons should be 
included in the 1981 act. He 
would say only that he 
would look into all the 
committee’s proposals. 

Several committee mem- 
bers, including Senator Bob 
Dole (R-Kan.), expressed 
concern that tho administra- 
tion proposals provided too 
broad discretionary powers 
to the agriculture secretary. 
In the past, Dole said, the 
discretion had been used to 
stabilize farm prices at a low 
level.

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Space-age buyer 
talks beefy lingo

Iowa Beef Processors 
(IBP) is buying beef by 
Hntoilite. 

IBP, long Ute most inno- 
vative of the large meat 
packers, recently intro- 
duced a $2.5 million system 
whereby 69 of the com- 
pany’s 76 order buyers can 
communicate by satellite. 
The system links feedlots 
with the chief buyer at cor- 
porate headquarters In 
Dakota City, Neb. 

IBP Communications 
Manager Don Savage ex- 
pects the system to be 
expanded in the future to 
include buyers in Texas, 
Washington and other 
active states. Currently only 
buyers in the states 
surrounding Nebraska are 
hooked up to the satellite 
system. 

A decoding device in each 
buyer's vehicle will un- 
scramble messages from 
the chief buyer. The main 
advantages of the system 
are privacy and ease of 
communications. 

IBP, the nation's largest 
meat packer, often buys 
100 .OOOcattle a day at a cost 
of over $1 million. 

The system is also 
expected to save money, 
says SavHge. The current 
leased-Iine arrangement 
costs about $200,000 in 
maintenance annually, 
while the new Westar III 
satellite system will cost 
only $66,000.

Farmers Home Admini- 
stration interest rates on 
farm operating and econo- 
mic emergency loans have 
been increased to 14% from 
13%, according to the 
USDA.

Any 
market may nccasi/mnlly he 
the victim of some distortion 
or ixissihly on run* occa- 
sions, nf manipulation, but 
lei’s not throw the baby out 
with the bath water. The 
market provides a legil iinute 
vehicle in assisting and 
aiding the orderly function 
of merchants in the pursuit 
of processing, transporting 
and distributing commodi- 
ties from producer to 
consumer. 

For those of us on the 
producing end of the cattle 
business, the future market 
provides an opportunity for 
us to modify and reduce 
our risk through hedging, 
should we be inclined to do 
so. We are under no 
cumpunction to do so. For 
those wishing to remain 
aloof from futures muy 
certainly do so without 
jeopardy. 

There are some objective 
facts about the market we 
must all understand. For 
every buyer, there must be 
a seller and these occur 
simultaneously. We cannot 
have one without the other. 
For every winner there is a 
loser— there is no other 
way. but of course each pays 
a commission for the 
privilege of Lrading. There 
is no such thing as n sure 
thing. If Congressman Neal 
SmiLh thinks he has found 
iL, let him pul hi9 money 
where his mouth is and 
prove it. If his system 
"predicts certain changes 
in live cattle futures with 
100% accuracy" he will 
soon be a multi-millionaire 
by using the system. Then 
he con make many more 
millions by selling his 
system to the rest of us. 

In summary, is there any 
reason to kill the trading of 
cattle futures? None that I 


can see. Killing futures 
would destroy the best 
possible way to hedge 
nguinsl future uncertain- 
ties. Would killing futures 
improve stability and profit 
in the cattle industry? No 
way. The nature of the free 
market is that it must 
always mnvu. There must 
lie constant movement in 
market priiv ns the ebb ami 
How of supply and demand 
adjust In each other. 

The truth of the mu tier is 
that the futures market is n 
product of the free market 
where practitioners of the 
nrt nf moving goods from 
those who have (hem to 
those who want them have 
added the dimension of 
"tomorrow" to the reality of 
today. It’s ns Americnn ns 
apple pie. It's as marvelous 
nnd mysterious as the 
genius of humanity. It's ns 
dependent upon a peoples 
freedom ns is the right to 
cast a private ballot.

information on the educa- 
tional channel.

"It is our obligation to 
keep our information just as 
accurate as possible.

If 
you are going to have a 
report, you have to use the 
same base, otherwise you 
don't have n report that is of 
any value to anyone," she 
told Western Livestock 
Journal, 

"It is our job to restore 
the integrity of those 
reports— and it is not going 
to be easy to do. Once you 
loose the confidence of the 
public nr the people that 
moke use of that report, it is 
tough to get back. That Is 
one area we are going to 
have to work on." 

The quality of the 
professionals at USDA has 
been a pleasant surprise for 
Thymian. 

"The competency of the 
staff is encouraging," she 
said during the interview. 
"I think one of the reasons 
for that competency is that 
we are dealing in a lot of 
technical areas with people 
who hove spent a lifetime 
developing their knowledge 
base and they are somewhat 
insulated from the political 
process."

FED STEERS AND HEIFERS trended mostly higher in 
major marketing ureas, witli mid western marketing areas 
finishing .steady to one dollar higher, and western markets 
as much as two dollars higher. Demand was generally good 
and prices were higher on fed cattle in trading this week. 
However, weukness developed in the wholesale dressed 
beef trade and hourly price fluctuations were noted as a 
rather burdensome federally inspected slaughter continued 
causing buyers to become cautious, 

Fed cattle prices are higher compared with two weeks 
ago because supplies of market ready cattle are tighter than 
they have been in months. Cnttlo feeders report smaller 
show lists as the weeks go by, and available cattle are in 
strong hands. Packers are expected to be forced lo cut back 
kills substantially, to reduce losses and beef supplies, while 
they are caught between higher cash cattle prices and lower 
boxed beef prices.
